This Federal project suppor-ts two full-time, personnel : an 
.Integratiofi Specialist and a teacher aide. The Integration Specialist 
Is responsible for the Implementation of the program itself, and the 
te'pcher aide provides services for those regular clpssroom teachers 
who partic ipate* in. the mpln streaming program. She als'a provides 



clerical asslst^^nce for the Integr^ion Specialist.

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Regular Classroom Teacher Orientation: 

Teaching ihe heoring irtr aired involves the utilization of 
specialized techniques* Our teachers of the hearing impaired

adept these techniques to the curriculum of the regular classroom 
so that when mainstreaming occurar.-.,«.*^mooth trsjisition can be made. 
3ut the success of our p^ograJftf is mainly due to its acceptance 
by the- regular clpssroom teachers. Without their participation 
and willingness to communicate frequently with special area teachers, 
we would not have an effective program. 

One of .the most importf^nt asp^c'ts of the project was the 
provision for bringing? in an expert in the field" o-f mainstreaming 
the' exceptional child. Dr. Sr^nt B. Bitter. Dr. Bittetr'is ^ssist^nt 
Professor in the Depi^rtment of Special Education at\he University 
of Utah. He spent two' days during the preschool planning period 
with our total school faculty, and presented an orientation .session 
on mainstreaming the hearing impaired child. In addition to work- 
ing with the regular cles'sroom teachers, he .met^wi'th our parents one 
evening to orient them to the mainstreaming concept. Dr.^ '_Bit'ter 
returned for three days during the latter par-t of the semester to 
eveluata the progress of our mainstream program end to make recom- 
mendations for its continuance^. 

.^Through a special prcJject ofrhis own. Dr. Bitter and other ,^ 
prof.essiontls in exceptional child education developed -a sound 
filmatrip kit which provides an orieatetion to the integration of 
hearing impaired children into regular school classes. Part of 



his presentati9h to our j^^culty and parents included the use of. 
thi3 kit^ It is an excellent source *for regular teacher in-- 
service activities geared tc3v;ards mainstreaming the hearing im- 
paired child, artd. is very reasonably pryiced. During the 1975-76 
school year, this kit v;il!] — be the orimary focus of an in-service 
activity aimed at the middle school teachers ^^*ho v.ill be involveav^ 
as 'v;e begin , mainstr-eaiHing for the firsr time at this level. 

There is also a very good guide for the classroom teacher and 
^^a4^;doistrator, a text entitled The Hearing Impaired Child in^' the 
ReguJ^ar Classroom , ' by Dr.. V/. H. .Northcott. •'It covers, elementary 
and sbcondary years, organizational patterns, parent-teacher intern- 
action,' and other important phases^ of the mainstreaming process.- • 

^3oth of these sourcete contain 'information which^'vras invalu- 
able in developing a coordinated . approach to our m'ain^tream program 
particulaj'ly in ^the -area of regular classroom teacher orientation.* 
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/ The follov.ing pages coi^in our mainstrearning procedure 

in an outline form, v;ith an explanation of the steps involved. 
These forms may be removed from this booklet and duplicated fpr 
use in similar programs, if desired. 

Since testing is an important part -of determining placement 
in cny educxitional setting, each- child is being given a battery 
of language, ^speech, intellectual and- achievement, t'ests .
